LEoisLiTCRE.—The bUl fixing the legal 
status of the negro, which has just pasted 
the lower house of the Tennessee Legisla- 
ture by a two-thirds' majority, guarantee* 
the sanctity of the matrimonial relation 
among them, but forbids their intermar- 
nage with whites. All laws in force for 
the benefit of married women and children 
are to apply to them, provided thatcolored 
children are not to be admitted to the same 
schools with white children. Colored per- 
sons may be witnesses in all State courts 
for or against each other, but not in cases 
to which the parties are white, and no con- 
tract between a white and colored person 
shall be binding, unless reduced to writinc 
and witnessed by a white person. ColoF- 
ed persons are subject to the same penal- 
ties for crimes as whites, with the addition 
that rape by a negro upon a white woman 
is punishable with death. These are the 
most prominent and important features of 
the bill.

Mr. Washburne ask- 
ed him what was the matter. Mr/Orant 
replied, ' I am doing nothing for my coun- 
try. I have been educated at the nation's 
expense; but here I am at home doing 
nothing. I don't know what to, do. I 
am no politician. I don't seem to be 
wanted anywhere, yet I feel as if I were 
fit for something if I could 'only find my 
place.' Mr. Washburne invited his neigh- 
bor toaecsmpany him to Springfield, where 
an important consultation was to be held 
at the request of Governor Vates. On the 
morning of the fourth day, Mr. Grant 
called at Mr. Washburne's rooms, and 
said to him: " Nobody knows me here ; 
there is nothing for mo to do; I am going 
home.' ' Hold on a day longer,' said 
Washburne. The noxt day an important 
discussion was held in the council cham- 
ber. 
At Mr. Washburne's request Mr. 


Grant was called in. 
He held an inter- 


view with the State authorities for thirty 
minutes, and then went out. 
As the door 


closed. Governor Yates cried out, ' Good 
God, Washburne, who is this man 1 
I 


have learned more about troops in this 
thirty minutes than I knew all my life. 
All I can do for him now is to put him on 
my staff. You go home and raise a regi- 
ment and I'll commission him as Colonel.' 
The thing was done. The rest of the sto- 
ry, the world knows by heart." 


The Indian Cotton Trade. 


Anticipating the possible effect of the 


close of the American war upon the pro- 
duction of cotton in the East Indies, some 
of the English journals are figuring upon 
the results of the last four years, and 
making an analysis of the conditions es- 
sential to continued success. They state 
that there was imported by Great Britain 
in the last year more than 800,000,000 Ibs 
of free labor cotton, of which about 500- 
000,000 was from India, and 300,000,000 
from Egypt, Turkey and other countries. 
The increase of supply from the British 
possessions in the east is truly remarkable, 
the receipts from the three Indian presi- 
dencies of Bombay. Madras and Bengal 
amounting to 500,000,000 in the year 18G4, 
against only about 58,000,000 in the year 
1845, and 200,000,000 Ibs. in I860. 
Pro- 


gress has been steady, therefore, before 
the war and since, under every variety of 
condition, though the great impetus im- 
parted was within the last four years, 
bringing out labor and capital in abun- 
dance, not only for the culture of the 
plant, but for the construction of railways 
for the purposes of transportation. The 
English manufacturers are prompted to 
believe that while it is not probable the 
high prices for cotton realized for some 
time past will continue, 'prices will itill 
range higher than the average preceding 
the ye_ar 1800, and that, with the improved 
facilities now enjoyed, cotton frem the East 
can be grown and brought to market at a 
handsome profit in defiance' of competi- 
tion. 
While this may be true, the grand 


fact still remains and cannot lie controver- 
ted, that the choice grades of American'•, 
cotton have no rival in the world.

Mrs.! Davis and family were with it, and 
that Jeff. Daris himself was undoubtedly 
accompanying them, or not very far dis- 
tant.! Abo that my command had gone 
on toward Irwinville in pursuit. 
Lieut. 


Col. Pritchard then informed me that he 
was ordered to Abheyville with his regi- 
ment to watch for Jeff. Davis, at the same 
time tendering me some of his men, which 
I declined, as my force was sufficiently 
'large and I found it very difficult to obtain 
forage for the horses and subsistence for 
the men. 
Parting with Col. Pritchard 


near; Abbeyville, I soon overtook my com- 
mand, and after marching some ten miles 
Iroiu the last named town, we discovered 
this camping ground of the train, so reccnt- 
iy/left that the fires had not yet gono out. 
1 continued on in the direction of Irwin- 
ville through the pine woods, until about 
9 o'clock p. m., when I halted and grazed 
the horses, having no grain for them, with 
orders to the men to be ready for an early 
start. At this time I felt certain that the 
train was near at hand, hut fearing that 
if we came upon them in the darkness of 
the night, Davis and others might escape 
under cover of the night, I • waited un- 
til 3 a. m., (May 10th,) when I again 
started. After marching about one mile, 
possibly more, our advance guard, com- 
manded by Sergeant Hugsey, was halted 
by a party of men concealed behind trees. 
Supposing, of course, that we had run up- 
on therebel pickets, tho Sergeant endeav- 
ored to retreat, when a heavy volley was 
fired upon the party, wounding three out 
of the seven men. Knowing that wo 
were in the immediate vicinity of the reb- 
els, and haying no intimation of the pres- 
ence of Union troops (I understand from 
Lieut. Col. Pritchard that he was going 
intq camp at Abbeyville, which was over 
twenty miles in our rear,) I immediately 
prepared to drive them back upon the 
traip, and capture the command if possi- 
bie.i Advancing with ten men to ascer- 
tain the position of the force opposing our 
furdier progress, we were again met with 
another heavy volley fiomthe same un- 
seen source. I then deployed my small 
furce, and advanced rapidly forcing back 
the | opposing; force, when wo captured a 
prisoner, who proved to be a member of 
the;4th Michigan cavalry, Lieut. Col. 
•Pritchard commanding. 


All firing immediately ceased, when an 


explanation showed that after.jarting with 
Lieut. Col. Pritchard at Abbeyville, he se- 
lected a portion of his best mounted men 
and pushed rapidly forward on the river 
road, thence by way of Horse Creek back 
to jlrwinville, arriving there before the 
train, and then came out to where it was 
encamped, one mile from town and about 
tw<] wiles from our encampment. 
He 


(Lieut. Col. Pritchard) had sent a small 


The Orderly Conduct of our Soldiers. 


The New York Herald says: Over a 


hundred aniiwcnty thousand soldiers have 
been disbaoocd within three weeks, and 
eighty tlioiiBaml have, since the first of 
June, passed over the railroads from Wash- 
ington. But a short time ago the thought 
of this disbandment, and of the return of 
these; soldiers to their Northern homes, 
filled many persons with alarm. It was 
feared that these men, used to the rough 
life of camp, habituated to the use of dead- 
ly weapons and to scenes of blood, would 
be a wild and reckless element in .our so- 
ciety ; that our streets would teem with 
scenes of violence, and that murders and 
robberies would become frightfully fre- 
quent. 
These were fears justified to some 


extent by the experience of other countries 
that had suddenly disbanded large armies. 
But our experience has been very different 
from that of any other country in this re- 
spect, and all these fears have proved en- 
tirely groundless. It would not be possible 
to bring into our cities any other equally 
large number of men with so few scenes of 
violence, or so little disturbance ol public 
order as has been occasioned by these sol- 


force, dismounted, around to the rear of 
tha train, and as his force moved upon the 
tram from the IrwinvUIo side, we encoui - 
terfld his dismounted men within a short 
distance—only a few hundred yards of 
theVebel camp. While the fight was go- 
ingjoh between my command and Lieut.

The casualties in my command were three 
Hicn severely wounded, several hligutl v 
wounded, and two horses killed, 1 regre't 
to learn that the 4th Mich, had two men 
killed and one officer severely wounded. 
I sincerely regret the unfortunate collision, 
resulting in the death of t\vo brave and 
•abble soldiers and the maiming of several 
more, but of the degree of culpability 
which attaches to my conduct in this mat- 
ter jDtners must decide. 


.After attending to the wounded as well 


as possible, transportation having been 
kindly furnished by Lieut Col. Prichard 
m captured amtal&ncee, I returned to Ma- 
con, as rapidly as the condition of my hors- 
es Would permit,, where I arrived m the 
forenoon of May 154,1865.

How clearly and merrily each stroke told 
of her once peaceful slumber in her 
mother's bosom, and her seat at nightfall 
on her weary father's knee. 
Six—seven 


—eight—nine—ten, rang out the tale of 
her sports upon the green sward, in the 
meadow and by the brook. 


Eleven—twelve—thirteen— fourteen— 


fifteen,—spoke more gravely of school 
days, and little household cares and joys. 
Sixteen—seventeen—eighteen sounded out 
the enraptured visions of maidenhood, and 
the dream of early love. Nineteen brought 
before us the happy bride. Twenty spoke 
of the young mother whose heart was full 
to bursting with the new, strong love 
which God had awakened in her bosom. 
And then stroke after stroke told of her 
early womanhood, of the lovo und cares 
and hopes and tears and toils through 
which she passed during these long years, 
till fifty rang out harsh and loud. From 
that to sixty each stoke told of the warm 
hearted mother and grandmother, living 
over again her own joys and sorrows in 
those of her children and children's child- 
ren. 
Kvery family of the group wanted 


grandmother then, and the only strife was 
who should secure the prize; but hark! 
the bell tolls on! Seventy—seventy one— 
two—three —four.

Is the Km peror of France a Bonaparte?

PARIS, May 30. 


Tlic feud, which has now become open, 


between the Emperor and his cousin, has 
been a long time nursing. From the mo- 
ment that the present Emperor exhibited 
proofs of that power over the French na- 
tion which placed him, and has kept him 
at the head of it for so many years, art ill 
feeling, not entirely free from jealousy, 
has grown up toward him on the part of 
Prince Napoleon. The great resemblance 
of the Prince to the first Napoleon, and 
the entire lack of any such resemblance 
in the features of the Emperor, coupled 
with the strong doubts which had al- 
ways existed in tho family as to the 
present Emperor's legitimacy, very na- 
turally made Jerome feel a little sore 
that his cousin had, by the force of 
his name alone, attained to a position 
which he himself might have occupied. 
From that day to this, misunderstandings 
and oprm quarrcli have not been unfre- 
qucnt, and it has been said that during 
these latter, the Prince Napoleon has, on 
two or three occasions, thrown into the 
vc-ry face of the Emperor the charge of 
bat-tardy. Indeed, it is now stated as an 
un ,!if, and believed by not a few, that the 
only jMson the Emperor has tolerated the 
Prince Napoleon at all is that the latter 
has at his command the most positive 
proof of the Emperor's illegitimacy, in the 
form of a letter from King Louis himself, 
in which he elates positively that Louis 
Napoleon Bonaparte, now Emperor of the 
French, is not his son. This precious 
family relic is said to be in safe keeping 
somewhere in Germany.
